ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hill : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools : 

Another  year  has  passed  since  my  last  report  and  with 
its  passing  has  come  new  problems.  School  problems  are 
pretty  much  the  same  the  nation  over.  States  are  reporting 
that  they  are  suffering  from  teacher  shortages,  building  needs 
are  evident,  and  they  are  beset  with  financial  difficulties.  We 
know  these  conditions  to  exist  in  our  own  state  and  feel 
them  in  Hill.  I  would  like  to  touch  briefly,  in  this  report,  on 
some  of  the  items  which  are  very  pertinent  to  you  in  Hill. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  you  lost  an  extremely 
valuable  and  loyal  employee  when  Mrs.  Elsie  Fowler  Jefts 
resigned  from  teaching.  You  were  most  fortunate  in  having 
her  remain  in  the  community  to  give  her  very  best  to 
the  youth  in  other  ways.  She  made  an  indelible  mark 
on  the  lives  of  those  children  who  had  the  privilege  of  work- 
ing with  her.  She  did  much  to  develop  real  people  and  was 
responsible,  to  a  great  degree,  for  the  success  of  the  Hill 
boys  and  girls  in  Franklin  High  School.  It  is  with  a  great 
deal  of  pride  and  joy  that  I  look  .on  the  years  that  Mrs. 
Jefts  has  worked  with  me.  I.  and  I  know  the  rest  of  you  do 
also,  wish  her  many  years  of  happy  retirement. 

We  were  able  to  find,  as  a  replacement  for  Mrs.  Jefts,  Mrs. 
Marion  Crowley  of  Franklin,  a  graduate  of  Wellesley  Col- 
lege with  additional  work  at  Plymouth  Teachers  College. 
Mrs.  Crowley  came  to  us  from  a  teaching  position  in  Can- 
terbury. 

The  school  building  needs  to  have  certain  minor  repairs 
done  which  will  improve  the  appearance.  I  have  recommend- 
ed that  we  apply  moulding  strips  or  laths  on  the  wall  and 
ceiling  boards  to  insure  their  staying  in  place  and  to  elimin- 
ate the  groove  effects  which  it  now  gives.  This  will  help  in 
keeping  out  some  cold  air  and  will  improve  greatly  the  effect 
in  the  room.  I  have  also  recommended  that  the  floors  and 
desk  tops  be  resealed,  sanded,  and  refinished.  The  amount 
placed  in  the  budget  will  allow  this  to  be  done  only  if  we 
can  find  the  labor  which  will  do  it  for  us.  I  hope  that  you  will 
see  your  way  clear  to  get  this  done  for  the  opening  of  school 
in  September. 

The  quality  of  your  educational  offerings  at  the  Jennie  D. 
Blake  School  continues  to  be  very  good.  A  problem  will  ex- 
ist this  coming  school  year.  The  primary  room  will  have  an 
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enrollment  large  enough  to  call  for  only  three  grades  to  be 
handled  by  one  teacher.  This  will  leave  the  grammar  grade 
teacher  with  grades  4-5-6-7  and  8.  The  School  Board  is  in- 
cluding in  the  budget  an  amount  of  $900  to  send  the  four 
pupils  who  will  be  in  grade  8  next  year  to  the  Franklin 
Junior  High  School.  I  hope  that  it  will  be  possible  for  the 
voters  to  approve  this  request. 

Again,  as  in  the  past  few  years,  the  cost  of  education  is 
increasing.  There  are  a  number  of  factors  which  influence 
this  cost.  These  include  teacher  shortages,  increase  in  cost 
of  materials,  increased  enrollments,  and  the  desire  for 
greater  services. 

Unfortunately  the  brunt  of  the  payment  for  the  support 
of  schools  comes  upon  the  property  owner.  Until  we  have  a 
more  adequate  financing  of  education  on  the  state  level  we 
will  continue  to  have  the  burden  fall  upon  the  owners  of 
property.  The  amount  of  money  needed  for  the  support  of 
schools  in  small  communities  is  becoming  greater  than  that 
needed  for  the  support  of  all  of  the  rest  of  your  needs. 

You,  the  people  of  Hill  have  been  very  generous  in  your 
support  of  the  schools.  You  want  your  boys  and  girls  to  have 
the  very  best  that  it  is  possible  for  you  to  give.  For  that  I 
want  to  commend  you.  At  the  same  time  I  would  like  to 
point  out  that  without  some  kind  of  a  state  aid  program 
which  will  aid  your  district  the  school  cost  will  tend  to  con- 
tinue to  rise  year  after  year.  Tuitions  charged  by  other  dis- 
tricts is  one  big  item  over  which  you  have  no  control  and 
must  pay  if  you  want  to  continue  to  send  your  boys  and  girls 
to  high  school. 

I  am  happy  to  report  again  that  your  schools  are  being 
operated  efficiently.  The  staff  is  working  to  try  to  give  your 
children  the  very  best  possible  education.  We  will  succeed 
only  to  the  degree  that  we  have  the  support  of  the  com- 
munity. They  are  your  schools  and  we  will  make  them  just 
as  good  as  you  want  them  to  be.  With  the  cooperation  of  all 
we  can  go  forward  serving  the  needs  of  the  youth  of  the 
community. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  deepest 
appreciation  to  the  school  board,  the  staff,  and  citizens     of 
Hill  for  the  many  aids  I  have  received  during  the  year.     It 
has  been  a  fine  experience  working  with  you  people  to  serve 
the  needs  of  your  boys  and  girls.  I  hope  that  this    sort    of 
cooperation  will  continue  for  many  years  to  come.
